Regarding the tire on Thursday, 
April i», the tndianapolia Sentinel 

says : A few minutes before ti 
o'clock last night smoke was seen 
issuing from the windows in the 
chapel dormitory at the deaf and 
dumb institution. The lire was dis- 
covered by one of the inmates who 
quickly gave t he alarm and a call was 
sent in from box 

The department answered the call 
promptly, but when Washington and 
Manna streets was reached it was dis- 
covered that the strict was so badly 
torn up that it -was impossible to get 
through. The Si i eel Car Company is 
putting in a curve at this point in 
order to build a track to the ball 
park. The department was not noti- 
fied and had no knowledge of the 
impassible condition of the street. 

Much valuable time was lost here, as 
it was neeesary to turn around and go 
one square west then oyer to Market 
Street, and east on that thorough-fare 
to Arsenal Avenue, then back to 
Washington Street. It was twenty 
minutes before water was thrown on 
the burning building and consequently 
the tire had a good Start. 

The fire originated on the top floor 
of the chapel dormitory, which is a 
three-story building, :i'"l " :> s first 
discovered in a closet through which 
the electric light wires, encased in a 
pine box. pass. The boys arc forbid- 
den to smoke in the building and it is 
believed that the fire was caused by 
the light wires becoming overheated. 

When the tire broke out it created 
great excitement among the inmates. 
Many of them wore out in the yard 

waiting for suppw, ;1 "' buM- 

Ing is close to the others it w as feared 
that the fire would spread. With one 
accord the boys and girls ran into the 
buildings Bet apart for their use and 
began carrying out their personal 
effects and dumping them in I he yard. 

The teachers and bffioers tried toquiet 

their fears, but they were unable to 
do so. The building in which the lire 
broke out is known as the chapel dor- 
mitory, and is used by the older boys. 
When they discovered where the tire 
was they' rushed into the building 
and carried out their trunks, etc. 
Almost everything was gotten out 
and the personal h>ss will not be great. 
When the tire department, after 
many trials, arrived on the scene the 
flames were bursting from the win- 
iiid roof. The chemicals weie 
brought into play and the fire was 
soon nnder control. When Chief 
Webster arrived he thought it ad\ is 
able to turn in a second alarm for fear 
the fire would Spread to the other 
buildings. Nothing of the kind oc- 
curred, however, and it was confined 
exclusively to the one building. 

Superintendent Johnson was asked 

by a OsMlfftiSf reporter last night if the 
building was comparatively safe in 
Base of afire, lie said it was probably 
the worst in the institution and for 
that reason the larger boys slept there. 
He said it was amply provided with 
flre escapes and that they had become 
proficient in the use of them and often 
went up and down them for amuse- 
ment. Mr. Johnson denounced the 
Street Car Company, as did hundreds 
of other citizens last night, when they 
learned the reason why the depart- 
ment slow in getting to the 
Had the tire occurred late at 
night the loss of life might have been 
great, and the entire institution de- 
stroyed. There is a city ordinance 
which says that when streets are 
blocked not iticnt ion must be sent to the 
tire department at once, but the Street 
Cur Company did not do this. Instead 
placed two lanterns on the ob- 
struction and went away without ever 
fa thought to the safety of the 
and homes of the people living

We were in the absolute wilder- 
ness of upland Ceylon, where the 
virgin beauty and freshness of nature 
unspoiled by man instills a new 
sensation into every soul which vi- 
brates to her mysterious voice, says 
the Coni/ii/l '■ MiHjiXzhte. The rolling 
green patenas are cut off sheer and 

straight from the encircling belts of 

jungle as though measured off by hu- 
man hands, a striking feature of 
these elevated regions which has 
never been sal isfaetorily explained. 
The mountain ranges which enclose 
the graesy plains are clothed from 
base to hii in mil with primeval forests, 
heavily draped With moss, whioh 
forms a green fringe, hanging from 
every bough. 

An appalling loneliness broods 
over the scene, DO SOOg of birds stirs 
the silence, and the death-like hush 
which reigns over the gloomy forest 
is unbroken even by the rustle of a 
leaf, for noon is the midnight of the 
tropics and the black depths of the 
haunted jungle are wrapped in spoil- 
bound sleep. At nightfall the lithe 
cheetah glides stealthily through the 

shadows and crouches for his prey 
among the crowding trees. The 
branching antlers of the elk rise above 
the tangled undergrowth and the 
moose deer browses in the shade of 
the mossy boughs along which the 
wildcat creeps, while the savage hoar 
roots among the fallen leaves. 

When the rising moon illuminates 

the lonely landscape. Herds of wild 
elephants emerge from the dark Jun- 
gle and roam over the v*ast expanse of 

desolate country which still renders 
the interior of Ceylon almost an un- 
known land. The elephant grass, 
which breaks the uniformity of the 
undulating plain With rustling sheaves 
of long, green spears, is the forage 
for winch the stragglers of the herd

Be tSSUpposed to be sacred to Buddha, 
and, therefore, invulnerable, no sports- 
man having hitherto succeeded in 
piercing his hide — a fact probably 
due to the great age of the animal.

He had also served on the Executive Com- 
mittee, lie was married to Miss Sarah B. 
Williamson in the summer of iss. r > They 
had one child, » bright and interesting boy, 
who died in 1893 at the age of three yean. 

Shortly before this time Mr. Scott's 
health began to fail. The doctor pro- 
nounced it incipient consumption, an. 
effort was made to arrest the progress of the 
disease but in vain. At I he dose of school 
in June last Mr. Scott went to his father's 
home In Van Wert, Ohio, where he received 
every attention and comfort that love and 
money could bestow. He did not take to 
his bed until about Christmas. 

The bereaved widow, parents, brothers 
and sisters have the sincere sympathy of his 
many friends here.

He called to his 
grandfather and jumped from the 
track in time, supposing his grand- 
lather would do the same. When 
asked why he did not take his grand- 
father off, he replied that he did not 
have time. 

The little fellow did not have an
